The Gernan Government has enacted the following law, which 
is herewith pronulgated: 


Art. 1 


The National Socialist German Jorker's Party (Nationalsozial- 
istische Deutsche Arbeiterpartei) constitutes the only political 
partyin Germay. 


Art. 2 


* Whoever undertakes to maintain the organizational structure 
of another political partyor to form a new politicel party will 
be punished with penal servitude up to three years or with 
imprisonment of from six months to three yeers, if the deed is 
not subject to a greater penalty according to other reguletions.

The program is the : :Litical foundation of the NSDAP and accordingly the 
primary political law of the State, It has been made brief and clear inten- 
tionally, 


All legal precepts must be applied in the spirit of the party program,

Since the taking over of control, the Fuhrer has succeeded in the reali- 
zation of essential portions of the Party program from the fundauentals to 
the detaii. 


Ine Party Frogram of the NSDAP was prociaimed on the 24 February 1920 by 
Adolf Hitler at the first large Party gathering in Munich and since that 
day has remained unaltered, Within the national socialist philosophy is su: 
marized in 25 points: 


1) We demand the unification of all Germans in the Greater Germany on the 
basis of tne right of self-determination of peoples. 


2) We demand equality of rights for the German people in respect to tne 
other nations; abrogation of the peace treaties of Versailles and St. 
Germain. 


3) We demand land and territory (colonies) for the sustenance of our 
people, and colonization for our surplus population. 


4) Only a member of the race can be a citizen.  À member of the race 
can only be one who is of German blood, without consideration of 
creed. Consequently no Jew can be a member of the race. 


5) Whoever has no citizenship is to be able to live in Germany only as a 
guest, and must be under the authority of legislation for foreigners, 


The right to determine matters concerning administration and law be- 
longs only to the citizen. Therefore we demand that every public 
office, of any sort whatsoever, whether in the Reich, the county or 
municipality, be filled only by citizens. We combat the corrupting 
parliamentary economy, office-holding only according to party inclina- 
tions without consideration of character or abilities. 


We demand that the state be charged first with providing the opportuni- 
ty for a livelihood and way of life for the citizens. If it is im- 
possible to sustain the total populetion of the State, then the 

members of foreign nations (non-citizens) are to be expelled from the 
Reich, 


Any further immigration of non-citizens is to be prevented. We demand 
that all non-Germans, who have immigrated to Germany since the 2 
August 1914, be forced imnediately to leave the Reich, 


All citizens must have equal rights and obligations, -

THE ORGANIZATION OF THE NSDAP /ND ITS AFFILIATED AS. OCIATIONS 


The Party was created by the Fuehrer out of the realization that.if our 
people were to live and advence towards on era of prosperity they had to be 
led according to an ideology suitable for our race, They must hove as 
Supporters men above average, that means, men who surpass others in self- 
control, discipline, efficiency, and greater judgnent, The party will 
therefore always constitute a minority, the order of the National Socialist 
ideology which comprises the leading elements of our people. 


Therefore the Party comprises only fighters, at ell times prepared to 
assume and to give everything for the furtherance of the National Socialist 
ideology. len ond women whose primery end most sacred duty is to serve the 
people, 

The NSDAP as the leading element of the Germen peovle controls the 
entire public life, from en orgenisational point of view, as well-as from 
„thot of affilirtes, the orgenizetions of the Strte odministrstion, and so 
forth, 


In the long run, it vill be impossible to let lenders retein responsible 
offices if they have not been recognized by tho Prrty, 


Furthermore, the party shell crecte the prerequisites for a systematic 


selection of potential "Fuehrers",

The reconstruction of the Nrtional Socialist organizational structure 
itself is demonstrated by the observ^tion of the following principles:

I. FUEHREN PRINCIPLE (Fuehrerprinzip)

He nominetes the necessary leaders for the various spheres of work of 
Reich's direction, the karty apvaratus and the State administration, 


Thus & clear picture of the tasks of the party is given, 
The Party is the order of "Führers", It is furthermore responsible for 
spiritual-ideologicel-Netion^l Socialist direction of the German people, 


right to organize people for their own sake emanates from these reasons, 


This also justified the subordination to the party of the orgenizetions

This is where the National Socialist Fuehrer structure becomes more 
strongly apparent. 


Every single nffilirnte is cared for by en office of the NSDAP. 
The leadership of the individual affilictes is appointed by the Party. 


The Reich Organization Leader (Reichsorgenisstionsleiter) of the NSDAP 
is simulteneously leader of the DAF. The NSBO is the org?niz^tion bearer of 
the DAF. 


The Leader of the Head-Office for Public Welfer. also hondles within 
the "Personalunion" the Notional Socialist Welfere end the Winter Relief.

The Reich Office for ograrien politics of tho NSDAP remains fubther- 
more in closest touch with the "Reichnaehrstrnda" (Reich Nutrition Office) 
which is anchored in the Stete. Direct h^ndling end personal contact 
(Personalunton) of the lenders is also provided in this menner. 


All attached affiliates, ns well as the offices of the Perty, have 
their foundstion, in the same manner as in the Reich direction, in the 
sovereign territories, in the "Gaue! and furthermore in the districts 
(Kreise) ond if required in the local groups of the NSDAP. This opplies 
also to cells and blocks in the case of the NS Womanhood, the DAF, end 
the NSV. The members of the atteched affiliotes will be included in 
local edministr^tions, respectively district sectors or district comrade- 
ships which correspond geogrnhically to local groups of the Prrty, 


II. FUEHRER PRINCIPLE. SUBORDINATION ND COORDINATION WITHIN 
THE TOTAL ORGANIZATIONAL STRUCTURE 


The Fuehrer structure would be split, though,if ^11 subdivisions, 


including attached affiliates were completely independent in their structure 
from the smallest unit up to the "Reichsfuchrung" ond were they to come 


only ot the top directly under the Fuehror.

Like a four-story building, if we consider the four Sovereign territories f 
(Reich, Gau, etc) whose pillers and walls go up to the roof without having ! 
Supporting joists (wooden stays) or connections on the various floors, 
Furthernore, it would not be reconciloble with the Fuehr r principle, which 
assumes complete responsibility, to assume that the Leadser of a sub-division, 
&S well as of an affiliated organization, would be in the position to gu^rontee 
beyond & professional and fzctuel responsibility the political and ideological 
attitude of ell the sub-laecers down to the smallest unit on the basis of his 
Reich leadership (iüeichsführung), ‘The total independence cf individual 
organizations would necessitate furthermore, the creation of an organizational, 
personal and educational apperstus for ench one of them. This, in turn, would 
create eventuelly, in spite of the best will of the responsible "Reichsleitere" 
(Reich Lesders), centrel offices and office leaders in the Reich Leadership 
(Reichsfuehrung) of the porty, differences in tho various orgmizrtions, Thos 
differences would later on of necessity take the shape of completely different 
systems in regional, verticrl, end personel respects, cto, within the National 
Socialist regime, 


The Subdivisions (NS German Student 4Ssocietion, NS Yonenhood 4SSocistion, 
NSD (Dozenten^und) end the affiliates and their leaders come therefore under 
the authority of the competent Sovereign lenders of the NSD/T. At the sene 
time their structure is professionally effectunted from the botton up and 
they ore subordinated to their imniedistely superior orgeniz: tion in the 
Sovereign divisions of the Perty, froma disciplinery point of view, thet 
is to say insofsr ^s orgenizetion, ideology, politics, supervision and personal 
questions are concerned, 


Thus a solid anchorage for 211 the oremizrtion the party structure

The great change of fates ^f to-day hos brought about a 
new conception of world, history and state, which has not been 
clearly formulated as yet, however its course has been unmista- 
kenly chartsreäd. We reenanize history no longer as the Neter- 
nal development of mankind",beui4t in the direction of humanity, 
or of the Christianization of all peoples, or of an imaginary 
"human culture", nor as a erude class fight, but as a clash of 
spiritual-racial powers with their surrouncincs amd other racese 
The appearance and passing of the races is apparent to us as the 
last great law of nature; its disresardo« has created the racial 
chacs which ruined the great Aryan cultures of India, Perisa, 
reece anc Rome in their time. Becoming aware of a European 
race of German embodiment, that is the innermost awakening of 
our presence, that power of the soul, which “ces not want any- 
thing but portrary itself in the firm belief of creating in such 
a wey the most valuable of which it is capable, /fter deny ing 
ete mal nature for centuries, the racial (voelkisch) national 
socialistic movement consciously goes back to the lawfulness of 
the etcrnal process of life, This consciousness gives it power 
aac faith. 


The movement calls itslef a perty out of the sober rea- 
lization, that such an announce fight for power against a whole 
world cannot be carried on by allecnciliatory organizations 
above party lines, but only by a fusion of very clearly defined 
fighting personalities anc ennrgies,. The number 6f such is small 
for the time being and it should never comprise the majority 
of the people, jus$ as never in world history peoples! fates 
have been decided by majorities but only be determined minorio- 
ties. And in that respect each organization, be it called league 
circle, lodge, ^or something else, is always è party; yes, and

such is nlso indicated in this case. This also, as everywhere, 

is a cose ^f faith, National Socialism openly admits that in 
numbers it may never be a fight-party pepresenting a majority, 
but it does it in the firm belicf, that it represents a people's 
movement, which one day will decide the fate of Germany and be- 
yond that, that it will show other people new ways t^ the future, 
But at present it call for fizht, and fizht always means man ver- 
sus man, and party versus party. Out of all these realization 

the liberty movement of the German people is called: 


NATIONAL SOCIALIST GERMAN LABOR PARTY. 
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The salvation of Germany lies in the destruction of the democratic- 
marxist-olutocratic idols. This is the aim of the national socialist movement 
and its endeavor to eliminate the causes which lead to the reign of the 
Jewish-mammonist snirit, and to give the entire peorie a new direction, 

New thoughts are not needed as much as new thin’.ng in general. “hen success- 
ful, when the racial concention of state and world "ill have won, then the 
NSDAP will have fulfilled its mission and can leave the stage. That which 
to-day is the battle ery aginst all power of time, will then become the foun- 
dation of all new edifices of eternally flowing life, This Nationalsocialism 
will and cannot pro-determine, as it cannot be anticipated when and under 
what interior and foreim »olitical conditions: the coming Groater Germany will 
have become ^ reality. Fundamentally, however, it fights for the execution 

of 25 theses, and it rejects the declar^tion of immortälity , of a political 
party as such: : 

Therefore this declaration is made at tho beginning of our program: 

"The program of tho German Labor Party is ^ "rogram of time. 
The leaders reject to nut un new aims, nfter having reached those previously 
scheduled in tho nrogram, only for the nurnose of keeping the narty alive by 
artifically fanning the dissatisfaction of the misses. i 


Only out of the racial idea has the thoucht of the real veonles' 
state become a reality. It is to-div the last measure of our entire wordly 
actions. The two foldedness of »verything human in old times became apnarent‘ 
in such battle cries as Christendom - heathentom, Catholicism - Protestantism, 
monarchy - renublic. To-day it is callcd raci^l - international. This 
decision is also the basis of the nitional socialist movement and represents 
the starting point of all noints of the nrocram as well as of all volitical 
measures. 

The national socialist movement recognizes 2nd demands, that the 
same blood, the same language and the same cultural tradition must also build 
one state, Should trouble with neighboring countriss arise curing the rrocess 

‚of building such states, at least both parties will Imow, that they arc fight- 
ing for their own rocial necessities and thet they are not battling each others 
heads in the interest of an international idea ( be it democratic or communi- 
stic-internntional ) or some dark centlemen of the stockexch*nge, i.e. for the 
good of a third narty. 

Out of these ro^liz^tion tho first noint of our proram is: 
" We demand the rallying of 211 Germans on the basis of the right 
of self-determination of 711 neonlas to a Greater Germany." 


Instead of fichting for liberation , the subjugation of the 
neonle wis completed. 

The further consequence were 1919 the " peace " treaties of 
and St. Germain, followed 1924 by the Dawes dictates. 

These shameful documents are based on tho lie of Germany's resnonsibi=" 
lity for the world war and have the purpose of the political destruction of 
the German Reich, the economic dependence of the German poonle on foreign 
countries, its Jemornlizntion, finally the extermination of 211 its life 
possibilities. The traitors of 9 November 1918 were successful because of the 
Tiars' activities with the purpose of branding the Reich government as respon 
sible for the world war, to mark it as the only obstacle for’d just peace, and 
to demand its elimination as tho premice for a real understanding of nations. 


sie Dw 
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The National ^oci^lists reject the nonular nhrase of the " Revision of 
the Peace of Versailles " as such 2 revision might nerhavs bring a few 
numerical reductions in the so called’" obligations ", but the entire German 
neonle would still be, just as before, the slave of other nations. 


" "5 demand equality for the German neonle with other nations, the cancel= 
lation of the peace treaties of Versailles and St, Germain." 


In this connection it is not possible under present conditions, to 
designate such European and non-Suronean territories which would be taken 
into consideration for colonization ( only that much can be said, that 
German Foreign Policy must make its most important primary goal the consoli- 
dation of ail Germangliving closely together in Eurove in one state and to 
secure the territory of what to-day is the Polish-Czcch East.) The world 
political vossibilities of to-day may be changed after some time. They will 
be the cue to the conduct of German "oreign Policy at any time, The main 
premise remains, never to allow the necessary will for the third basic 
demand to be dulled: 

" We demand land and soil (colonies ) to feed our people and to 
settle our overflow of population." 


National Socialism even sees in the manner of the State construction 
and state leadershin a result of ^ certain racial character. If one allows 
a strange race - consequently other impulses - to take nart in it, the 
purity of the organic exnression will be falsified and the racial existance 
will be crippled, The history of the last centuries with its disintezrated 
parliamentarism caused bv the Jewish high finance, is 2 sad example of this. 
The history of Germany of the last decades, -esnecially its history since 
1918, is even more shattering in this resnect. 

This entire conception of state is’ countered with a basically different 
one by National Socialism, It recognizes, that individual tribes of the 
German language domain my be different, but they belong to races closely 
related to each other, thnt merging amonz such tribal companions have produced 
new vital formations, among others the versatile "nd yet German man, but 
that a merger with the basically different and inimical Jewish counter race, 
completely different according to its entire sriritual and physical structure, 
and with similar rays emanating from Asin linor only resulted in bastardiza- 
tion, 

Therefore National Socialism demands as fourth fund^mental point: 

" State citizen can only be who is a member of the German community. 
Yember of the German community can only be who is of German blood, regard- 
less of his religion. No Jew can therefore be a member of the German 
community." 


From this principle follows of course the belief, that the Jew - as 
far as he may stay in Germany at all - is to be regarded as a guest and 
consequentlyis subject to à law as are all members of foreign states, peoples 
and races, Therefore the fifth point says: : 

"Whoever is not a citizen of the state, may only live as a guest 
in Germany and must be subject to the laws for foreigners." 


The present-day denersonalized parliamentzrism has led to the 
demoralization of our entire nublic oninion, and ras not only not conducive 
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for choosing the elite of the best, but th» most unscrupulous instead, These 
ambitions climbers have become the nroto-tyne of the modern politician in all 
democratic parliamentary states and everywhere in the same way have made 
themselves willing tools of the high finance and of international big business 
recently also of industry, which, in order to defend itself, in the twelfth 
hour his also taken recourse to the me^ns of organizing political narties, in 
order to sunnort purely private interests with power politics. 


From these nremises the National Soci^lism demands in sixth place: 

" Tho right to direct the lendershin and the laws of the „state can 
only be relegated to the state: oitizen. Therefore we demand, thtt each 
vublic office, no matter which, no mtter whether in the Reich, province 
or community, must be occupied only by citizens of th» state. 

We fight the corrunt parliament-ry m^n^zement of handing out offices 
for varty favors, without regard to character and capabilities." 


National Socialism regards ^s one of its most imnort^nt tasks of a 
German Reichs Government not so much the nrotactinn of ^ form of government 
in itself and of ^ few parliamentary nolitic^lly bankrupt ministers, than 
the guaranty of a neonle's nrotection. To what extent foreigners may be 
tolerated in Germany can only be determined by German life necossities. 
Therefore the following two points of the »nrogr^m say: 

"We demand that the st^te be obligated to firstly take care of the 
chances to work and live of the state citizens, Tf it should not be nossible 
to feed the entire st^to nomulation, members of foreign nations (non-citi- 
zens) are to be exnelled from the Reich. 

Ali further immigration of non-Germans is to be nrevented, Ve 
dggend that all non-Germans, who havo immigratod into Germany since 2 August 
1944, will be forced to lenve tho teich immedintely." 


If one lets the welfare of ff entire working neonle really and 
truly take precedent over other so-c ¥'¥,40 principles, th: fight ^g^inst 
usurers ^nd nrofiteers can only be carried out with the outmost ruthlessness. 
Especially to-day since ^ supposedly revolutionary flood of all ^reviously 
hemmed 4nfluences has been set free, In such times no half mensures c^n help, 
as experience hrs tought, but only ^ series of deterrent examples. The life 
of millions of usured peonle is worth more thin that of sever?l thousand 
usurers. If anyone tosday onnoses the denth nenalty for usurers, he shows, that 
all his speeches ^bout vedples' welfare, humanity and so on, nre nothing but 
common lies, to caver.un either cowardness of conviction or connection with 
the usurers, The conduct of larxist labor leaders illuminates the situation 
with a flash..... 

National Soci^lism has only one interest: that of the. intellcethilly 
and physienlly productive workinz man. Therefore the, 13th principles s^ys: 
" "e demand the ruthless fieht ^z^inst those, who through their activities 
harm the common interest. Common crimin-ls against the neorle, usurers, 
profitcersand others are to be nunished by denth, without consideration für 
their religion or race." 
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The dictators of Versäilles knew vhat they did, when they nbolish- 
ed the German Army and nut a troon of mercenaries in its place. And their 
Varxist and democratic friends in Germany knew equally well why they all 
sunvorted the disarmament requests of the Entente, yes, why they actually 
demanded them. The vlace’of a sensk of duty and honornbility was to bo taken 
by the sound of the coin , the svirit of democracy! But despite all treachery 
the old character still lives on to-d^y, desnite the shame and disgrace 
of the time. 

Germany now stands in ^n extremely difficult world political 
situation. Inspite of this it is vital for everybody - be he ^ laborer, civil 
servant or politician — never to dull the will, and to call back to life the 
traditions of ^ great time. "Not in order to conquer the world, ^s external 
and internal enemies contend, but to cultivate the conception of honor and 
duty again against the corruntion of the world of to-dxy. Therefore the 
22nd voint of the National Socialism laconic^lly sys: 

We demand the abolishing of the mercenary troop and the formation. 
of ^ veonle's army."

That the blood shed by two million German heroes in all »arts 
of the world has so far been in vrin is orom^rily the frult of the neonle 
for whom the exnresshon " press scoundrel " is still too mild. If a German 
Reich is once more to come in existence, the first indispensable vrerequisite 
will be that all these noison centers must be exterminated and the still 
living guilty nress-bandits must be brought to justice before 2 German court. 
National Socialism holds the oninion, that 211 constructive and 
innulsive movements within the Germain neonle have of course the richt to 
exnress themselves. But equally natural is to m^i$nt^in the nremise that the

ion of existence in the German Reich and representatives of a direction 

which uses the Zermn nation or varts thereof only ^s means to reach inter- 
national aims of rower, will as ^ matter of course loose the Berman citizen- 
shin ond if indicated ^1so the right to belong to the State. 

- Once one has the conviction, that the Japanese, the Negro or the 
Jew can,’ recording to bis innermost character, only be himself and not 
Euronenan, it foTTOWS rs” stinctively as weTr ST sly - that he 
nursues entirely different intellectual, political rims; all of these ideas 
which ^re the same in 211 nhases of life lend to the 23rd demand: 


" We demand the legal fight agninst conscious mlitienl lies and their 
dissemination through the vress. To f^cili^te the erention of 1 German press 
we demand that : 

a) All editors nd collnborıtors on paners which annear in the 
German lnneuxge must be members of the neonle, 

b) Non-German niers An order to "mnenr require the snecific nermis- 
sion of the state. They may not be printed in the German language. 

c) Each financial participation in German »^»ors or their influencing 
through non-Germans be prohibited by low and we request ^s punishment for infrinr 
gements the shutting down of such naners, ^S well as the immediate expulsion 
from the Reich of the non-Germans concerned. 

Newsnaners which violate the common good are to be forbidden, “e 
demand the lavful. fight ^z^inst ^ direction of art and literature, which has 
a disintegrating influence on our national life and the closing of entertnin- 
ments which violate the foregoing demands." 
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As previously stated it is impossible for any narlimment to carry out even 
the slightest measures nf liberating neonle. All narlimments to-day are 
directly, ^t best indirectly dependent on the high fipanco and its affiliated 
big trusts, which are enslaving 111 neonles. Their reign, however, is built 
on tho misery of the vennle, The representatives do not take c^re of the 
veovle's interest, but of those groups of economy which have maid for their 
elections. The situation is mde moro tragic by the fact that »^rliament 
is not confronted by” "constitutional" opposition. Ministers are Annointed 
and dismissed by the majority party, and they ^re more irresponsible than 
ever 2 tyrant was, As ach minister en take recourse to the untouchable 
decision of the mjority of the "neonle's ronresent^tion ", he is actually 
being trained for irresponsible action. The "nonymous parliament to-d^y 
is the de facto lawun^ker in ^11 affairs of st^te, it is the executive br^nch 
^nd judici^ry in »ne person, without tho existence of ^n authority which 
really exercises control in the interest of the peonle, 

Thus tho renl life of the n^tions develoned completely ocutkide of the 
neople's renresent tion, Everything active his long lost faith in nnrlia- 
ments and mijority rule. The rootless unr^cial (unvoelkisch) idea of democra- 
tic prrlinnentarism is dying to-day and n» longer finds followers who are 
ready to give their lives at the barricades for this reform of constitution, 
No proo^g^nd» will ever be able to rev¢ve this corpse. 

The division of ideas nrocced with unerring logic. Those disa^opointed 
by democracy went over to socialism, those dissatisfied. with it, the more 
active they ire, the more enerseticrlly do they move into the ranks of the 
storm colum of state destructing communism. Here lies the last consequence 
of the self-disintegr>rtine narlinmentrrisn, 

On the other hand, however, all those active ones c^ther together 
who fight in vorincivle the entire lying parliamentary system, inimical 
to tho »eo»le = in political, economic and ideslozicrl resnect -: 
these are the storm columns of the racial idea, the Nationnl Socialists. 

National Socialism recognizes that the fate of th: German veonle will 
not be decided by compromises but bv fights for nower. Only ^ strong politi- 
cal power, uniformely directed in the zeneral German sense, ruthlessly putting 
common good before individunl welfare, will bc able to clen un the evils 
of this timc. "ithin the erent power grouns of the globe there can only be a 
Strong national central nower for interior and foreion politics if one is to 
strive at all for a position of Germany, which will make it onco more eligible 
for treaties with other notions. 


But Nation^l Socialism still believes that its principles and ideslogy 
though in individuslly different suitable ways of fight according to racirl- 
n^tion^l conditions - will be cireectives far beyond the borders of Germany for 
the inevitable fichts for nower in other countries of Zurono And America. 
There təs 1 decision of idens mst take place, ^nd the meinl-natiannlistie 
firht against the every similar lo^n-e^nit^listic and m^rxist internationa- 
lism must be t-kon un. National 35ci^lism believes th^t once the grent 
world battle is concluded, "fter the dafent of tho vrosent ennch, there will 
be ^ time when the swnstikn will bo woven into the different b^nners of the 
Germanic nemles ^s the Ary^n symbol of rojuven^tion. The German fight 
ag^in to-day has become = world fi-ht, even if the Germn l'ation^l Socialists 
are lod by nothing, ^bsulutoly nothing, but their endless love for the Germn » 
pennle and, born from it,the endless hntred ^z^inst its destrcoyerS..ecee 
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If, however, in the grent coming fight the thouzht of the person^lity 
is to take place of the mjority idol, this will have to be renlized on a^ small 
scale already. The elected leader will "nd mst be lender, That means, that 
in the domin of the task nut before him, the elected his full freedom of 
action and direction on the strenght of his own responsibility, undeterred 
by restraining intermediate voices. Only in such way are accomplishment, 
purnasefulness "nd final victory mssible.

Hitler: The second factor is the setting aside of all author- 
ity end the third the pscifist spirit,the pandering to cor- 
rupt influences ond the internotioncl feeling in general. 

It is obvious thst the only kind of movement which could 
rise above this debfele is one which mekes a deterrnined 
stend against these sspects. But this ccn only be e new 
movement in consideretion of the feet that all the old 
Perties were bound in theory to fight for freedom, when 

in ectusl fact since 1915, mob rule has preveiled. We hed 
to teke up the struggle fanatically for everything Germen 
(Deutschtum) and if necessary defend this spirit; thus our 
two-fold orgnnizetion. That is where our Protection Detech- 
ments (Schutaabteilungen) originated. They were exclusively 
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for the purpose of protecting the Party propagende, but 
not to fight ageinst the State. I have been a soldier so 
long that I know it is impossible to allow a Party Orgen- 
izetion to fight against the disciplined organization of 
the Armed Forces, or against the Freikorps and Police. 
When meotings are disturbed and disrupted, only then does 
the State step in and dissolve the gathering. But in this 
wey those attempting the disturbance achieve their eim. 

In the beginning therefore it wes only possible to carry 
on et all, if one took one's own steps against such a pan- 
tomimee That was the sole purpose of our Sturmabteilungen 
(S. 4.)« It is obvious that e movement of many thousands 
of people cannot be judged on the statements of individuels.

I 
published a decree completely prohibiting arms Yor the S.4. 
On no account were they to assume e militery character, 
Rether should all the S.4. serve exclusively to protect 
the movement from other Parties. All military exercises 
were forbidden and if a platoon was in possession of arms 
end one single one of them hed a weapon in his „ossession 
without & license then these platoons were dissolved and 
their members expelled. I did everything to prevent tle 
organization from assuming any kind of militery cherecter. 
This wos perticulsrly difficult et a time when one tried 
to equal the Fascists as best one could, and because of 
the inward pleasure it gives the German people, to carry 
t gun. I have always expressed the opinion that any at- 
tempt to replece the Reichswehr would be senseless. (In 
an excited voice) We are none of us interested in replacing 
the Reichswehr, I have only one Wish, that the German Reich 
end the Germen people imbibe a new spirit. 


AS the witness became more end more excited, the 
President warned him to discontinue this public propagenda 
end to confine himself to actual evidence,

You could herdly attempt to cerry out these ideals, 
purely by legal meens. There is something else inferred 
in your program even if it is only between the lines. 


It would not be possible to lead such c great orgen- 
izetion as ours, if we wanted to issue secret directives 
in addition to our public announcements. It would also 
be impossible after it had been publicly announced that 
no militery exercises were te be cerried out, never the- 
less to cerry out thesee On questions of this kind only 
my orders ere volid. All my political opponents end the 
State cen control ny speeches end directives.

Otto Strasser ectuolly toyed with the idea of 
revolution.

I think Mr. Muchow only wented to illustrete a gen- 
erel spiritual movement. But I mey essure you thet if 
the Nazi movement's struggle is successful, then there 
will be a Nazi Court of Lew:too, the November 1918 revo- 
lution will be atoned, end there'll be some herds chopped 
off. (Cheers from the gallery, the President ssked 
thet the eppleuse be discontinued end seid: We ere in 
Court end are here to seriously dispense Justice).
